Belgrade, June 16.—With 
scarcely 
the excitement which marks an ordi- 
nary fete day in the capital, Servia 
ha« instituted a new dynasty. Within 
IcflB than two hours from the time 
of meeting in the wing of the royal 
palace, where King Alexander and his 
queun were shot down, the 
senate 
and Skupshtina, in joint session, had 
legally and with due formality elect- 
ed Prince Karageorgevitch 
king 
oi 
Sorvla, and had notified him by tele- 
graph of tho fact 


senate and skupshtina on as- 
sembling listened to a proclamation 
signed by all the ministers, which was 
road by Persldent Velimirovltch. 
The 
members then proceeded to church, 
returning a little later to the palace. 
The oeremony o'f electing the king 
was conducted in the Salle des Fetes, 
which had been Specially a r r a n g e for 
the oceasfon. 


The metropolitan of Belgrade and 
the bishop of Nish, in their full robes 
ol office, lent the sanction of their 
presence. 
The members of the pro- 
visional government and the 
presi- 
dents of the chamber and senate sat 
at the head bf the white and gold dec- 
orated hall, among them Colonel Al- 
exander Maschin, Queen Draga's cous- 
in and now minister of public 'works, 


In full military uniform, while below 
tbem were grouped the members of 
the senate. 


Upon the reassembling of the na- 
tional assembly a resolution of gen- 
eral amnesty was adopted. 
President 
Vellmirovitch then rose, and, address- 
ing the assembly, said they had now 
to elect a king of the fatherland. 


The formal motion that Prince Ka- 
rageorgevitch he elected king of Ser- 
via was moved by a Radical deputy, 
named Neschics, who was attired in 
the national costume. 
Immediately a 
shout firoso from the 
assembly of 
live Karageorgevitch." 
Each 
member was then called by name and 
rose quetly from his seat and gave hia 
vote 
for 
"Peter 
Karageorgevitch." 
There was absolute unanimity, no oth- 
er name but that of Prince 
Kara- 
georgevitch being pronounced. 
The 
result was greeted with loud cheers, 
and then the minister of justice, M, 
Schiokovics, hastened to the balcony 
overlooking the street and announced 
to tho people: 


"Peter, the first of the dynasty of 
the Karageorgevitches, is your new 
king. 
You are congrratulated 
upon 
the unanimous vote of your represen- 
tatives." 


The crowd responded with cheers 
upon cheers, which, however, had the 
effect of being somewhat mechanical, 
as though proceeding from well dis- 
posed groups. 
At the same time a 
royal salute of 101 guns was fired.

The deliberations of the members

hastened by the attendance of one of 
the leaders of the revolution, Colonel 
MltBchitch. 
The colonel took no part 
Id tho proceedings, but his presence 
was significant enough to Induce the 
members to accept the array's choice. 
Premier Avakumovlcs told the depu- 
ties that It M'Es useless to talk of a 
republic, as neither Russia nor Austria 
would permit It. 
He further urged 
that the p ^posed new 
constitution 
would give King Peter far less power 
than that enjoyed by the president «f 
the United States.

cause he was needed in finding the 
flpiefng couple. 
Indeed, this servant 
showed the offiters where King Alex- 
ander and Queen Draga had pone to 
secreto themselves. 
When

shot. 
Colonel 
Maschin now Joined the revolutionists 
and led them back to the sloeping 
apartment, where the kilig^s adjutant 
tried to hinder the search. 
He »shot 
at Lieutenant 
Naumovics, who fell 
dead. The otherjs killed the adjutant. 
Aftor a louK search a small door lead- 
ing to an alcove was discovered, but 
was found locked. 
It v a s broken In 
with an axe, and here the royal cou- 
ple were found in undress. The older 
ofllcers first intended forcing the king 
to abdicate, but the young olBcers 
were in no mood to be held back, and 
shot the royal couple. 
Nobody knows 
in the excitement who shot first, but 
it is generally said it was Lieutenant 
Kistics. 


After the murder, King Alexander's 
body was found entirely covered with 
blood. - That of 
Queen 
Draga was 
badly torn by bullets. 


Almost 
simultaneously 
with 
the 
butchery in the palace the troops en- 
deavored to arrest all the relatives of 
the queen and those minlsters whom 
the conspirators disliked. Two broth- 
ers of the queen. Lieutenant Colonels 
Nikola and Nikodern Lunjevios. were 
seized and escorted by a detachment 
of troops from their dwelling to the 
guard room of the divisional com- 
mander. 
They were 
evidently 
not 
suspicious of their doom^ and wer^ 
lighting cigarettes when they 
were 
shot dead by eight soldiers, 


General Zinzar Markovics, the pre- 
mier; General Pavlovics. minister of 
war, and M. Tudorovics, minister of 
the interior, w^re shot by the troops 
as they attempted to defend them- 
selves from arrest. 


Shortly after midnight the bodies

Not a single friend or relative of the 
dead king and queen was present. The

"Alpxander 
Obrenovics" and '"Drajinga Obreno- 
cic3." The other bodies lie Outside in 
the cemetery in ix)ugh graves.

Bcranton, Pa., Juno 17.—There will 
be no strike in the anthracite region 
growing out of the refusal of the o\> 
erators to recognize tho credentials of 
District Prnaidonts Nlcholls, Fahy and 
Dettrey, selected by the Joint exeou- 
tlve board of the United Mine Work- 
ers as the miners' representatives on 
the board of conciliation. 


The convention of the United Mine 
Workers have ejected the three dis- 
trict presidents by districts as thoir 
representatives, 
and 
the 
operators, 
through President George F. Baer, of 
the Reading, announced that this ac- 
tion was satisfactory. 
The operators' 
acceptance of tho credentials was a 
great surprise to the delegates. 


When 
the miners' convention 
ad- 
journed Monday afternoon it was for 
the ostensible purpose of giving the 
committee on resolutions opportunity 
to frame a report embodying the senti- 
ment of the convention as expressed in 
the motions and speeches of that ses- 
sion. 
Later Mr, Connell, of the con- 
ciliation board, on the one hand, and 
President Mitchell on the other, com- 
municated with one another through 
I>r. Charles P. Nelll. who was sent 
here as a peace envoy by some mem- 
bers of the strike commission, and the 
result was a tentative agreement that 
if the miners In three separate dis- 
trict conventions elected 
representa- 
tives. 
those 
representatives 
would 
not be objected to by the operators. 


When the convention opened Presi- 
dent Mitchell read the report of the 
committee on resolutions, 
providing 
for the election of conciliators by sep- 
arate district conventions. 


Some delegate moved and some other 
seconded that the report of tlie com- 
mittee 
on 
resolutions 
be 
adopted. 
President Mitchell asked if there were 
any remarks. 
Not a word came In 
response. 
The

nnanlmously, but with absolutely no 
show of ent>auBiasm. 


Messrs. Nlcholls, Dlttrey and Fahy 
were then unanimously elected mem- 
bers of the conciliatory board. 


On motion of Secretary John Demp- 
sey, of the First district, the conven- 
tion authorized Its chairman and secre- 
tary to issue credentials to the newly 
elected conciliators..

Belgrade, June 16.—With scarcely 
the excitement which marks an ordi­ 
nary fete day In the capital, Servia 
ha« instituted a new dynasty. Within 
less than two hours from the time 
of meeting In the wing of the royal 
palace, where King Alexander and his 
queen were shot down, the senate 
and Skupshtina, in Joint session, bad 
legally and with due formality elect­ 
ed Prince Karageorgevitch king oil 
Servia, and had notified him by tele­ 
graph of tho fact 
The senate and skupshtlna on as­ 
sembling listened to a proclamation 
signed by all the ministers, which was 
read by Persldent Vellmirovitch. The 
members then proceeded to church, 
retutnlng ii little later to the palace. 
The ceremony of electing the king 
was conducted in the Salle des Fetes, 
which had been Specially arranged for 
the ocoaslbn. 
The metropolitan of Belgrade and 
the bishop of Nish, in their full robes 
at office, lent the sanction of their 
presence. 
The members of the pro­ 
visional government and the presi­ 
dents of th'e chamber and senate sat 
a t the head bf the white and gold dec­ 
orated hall, among them Colonel Al­ 
exander Masichin. Queen Draga’s cous­ 
in and now minister of public works, 


In full military uniform, while' below 
them were grouped the members ot 
the senate. 
Upon the reassembling of the na­ 
tional assembly a resolution of gen­ 
eral amnesty was adopted. President 
Vellmirovitch then rose, o.nd, address­ 
ing the assembly, said they had now 
to elect a king of the fatherland. 
The formal motion that Prince Ka­ 
rageorgevitch be elected king of Ser­ 
via was moved by a Radical deputy, 
named Neschics, who was attired in 
the national costume. 
Immediately a 
shout «.roso from the assembly of 
■^ting live Karageorgevitch." 
Each 
member was then called by name and 
rose guetly from his seat and gave his 
vote 
for 
“Peter 
Karageorgevitch." 
There was absolute unanimity, no oth­ 
er name but that of Prince Kara­ 
georgevitch being pronounced. 
The 
result was greeted with loud cheers, 
and then the minister of Justice, M. 
SchiokovicB, hastened to the balcony 
overlooking the street and announced 
to the people: 
"Peter, the first of the dynasty of 
the Karageorgevitches, Is your new 
king. 
You are congratulated upon 
the unanimous vote of your represen­ 
tatives." 
The crowd responded with cheers 
upon cheers, which, however, had the 
effect of being somewhat mechanical, 
as though proceeding from well dis­ 
posed group.«?. 
At the same time a 
royal salute of 101 guns was fired.

The 
now king is almost without any per­ 
sonal adherents, and the ruling spir­ 
its of the army, it is thought probable, 
would Just as readily murder him as 
they did his predecessor should he op­ 
pose their aims. 
The deliberations of the members 
of the senate and skupshtlna on the 
republican question 
were materially 
hastened by the attendance of one of 
the leaders of the revolution, Colonel 
Mitschitch. The culonol took no part 
In the proceedings, but his presence 
was signlflcunt enough to Induce the 
members to accept the array’s choice. 
Premier Avakumovlcs told the depu­ 
ties that it M'as useless to talk of a 
republic, as neither Russia nor Austria 
would permit It. 
He further urged 
that the p .jposed new constitution 
would give King Peter far less power 
than that enjoyed by the president 
the United States.

the conspirators disliked. Two broth­ 
ers of the queen, Lieutenant Colonels 
Nikola and Nikodern Lunjevio.s, were 
seized and escorted by a detachment 
of troops from their dwelling to the 
guard room of the divisional com­ 
mander.

SURPRISE FOR THE DELEGATES 


Scranton, Pa., Juno 17.—There will 
be no strike in the anthracite region 
growing out of the refusal of the o\> 
orators to recognize the credentials of 
District Prnaidents Nicholls, Fahy and 
Dettrey, selected by tho Joint exeou* 
tive board of the United Mine Work­ 
ers as the miners* representatives on 
thQ board of conciliation. 
The convention of the United Mlno 
Workers have ejected the three dls* 
trict presidents by districts as thoir 
representatives, 
and the operators, 
through President George F. Baer, of 
the Reading, announced that this ac­ 
tion was satisfactory. The operators' 
acceptance of the credentials was a 
great surprise to the delegates. 
When the miners’ convention ad­ 
journed Monday afternoon it was for 
the ostensible purpose of giving the 
committee on resolutions opportunity 
to frame a report embodying the senti­ 
ment of the convention as expressed In 
the motions and speeches of that ses­ 
sion. 
Later Mr. Connell, of the con­ 
ciliation board, on the one hand, and 
President Mitchell on the other, com­ 
municated with one another through 
I>r. Charles P. Neill, who was sent 
here as a peace envoy by some mem­ 
bers of the strike commission, and the 
result was a tentative agreement that 
if the miners In three separate dis­ 
trict conventions elected representa­ 
tives, 
those 
representatives 
would 
not be objected to by the operators. 
When the convention opened Presi­ 
dent Mitchell read the report of the 
committee on resolutions, 
providing 
for the election of conciliators by sep­ 
arate district conventions. 
Some delegate moved and some other 
seconded that the report of the com­

President Mitchell asked if there were 
any remarks. Not a word came In 
response.

Forty glass-blowlpg establishments, 
which are under control of one con- 
cern, are closed at present while ma- 
chines are being Installed to take the 
piace of expert labor, which work, it 
was thought, could never be done ex- 
cept by human hands. The glass 
blower has been the most autocratic of 
all workmen. The wages averaged by 
him have been between |250 and $400 
per montn; but just at present he Is 
wondering what there is in store for 
him when he goes back to the shop In 
the course 
ot a 
few months. It is 
feared that tho 
blowers' trade is a 
thing of the past. The machine is the 
iaventlon of John H. Lubbers of Alle- 
gheny, Pa., who was once a glass-blow- 
er. A company is now backing his In- 
vention with a capital of 120.000,000. 


Experiments with 
the machinery 
have been going on for some time, 
when the company began its first tests 
of machines its efforts were met with 
derision by the blowers, and it was a 
rude awakening when they were noti- 
fied a short time ago that all the com-* 
pany's factories would be closed last 
Saturday and not 
reopened till ma- 
chines were installed. 


There are not details available about 
the machine, but the company must 
be pretty well satisfied about its mer- 
its or the serious step of making such 
a gigantic Installation would not have 
been made.

take up those duties Tvlthout thorough familiarity ‘with their de> 
tails, ns docg each now Seccetary. But in addition to that duty 
there is the further responsibility for the solution of the problems 
of nn intricate and diverse currency system. The Soci’otary, too, 
occupies indirectly, through the Controller of the Cun’ency, a supervisory rela­ 
tion to the whole National banking organization of the country. He is the ivu 
direct custodian of $800,000,000 of gol¿ and silver coin, stored In the Treasury 
vaults, against gold and silver certlflx?atcs in circulation representing that 
coin, and, through his subordinate, the Treasurer of the United States, he 
shares the responsibility for the care of more thiin two hundred million dollars, 
representing the cash balance which tíje Government carries. 
All tho Mints 
and Assay officers are, through the Director of the Mint, under his control. 
He directs the operations of a great factory employing 3000 operatives In the 
printing of money and Government securities, and he m ust there meet the same 
problems of organized labor th at other great employers have to meet; Ho If 
responsible for the collection of commercial statistics, and is fortunate in find< 
ing a bureau for that purpose which ha3 a record for the best statistical work 
done by any of tiie great Governments. 
He is at the head of the greatest 
auditing offices in the world, where every dollar of Income and every Item of 
expenditure Is checked over with minute exactness, so that at the end of the 
year it is safe for him to say that the whole billion dollars, the total on both 
Bides of the ledger, has been collected and disbursed w ith absolute fidelity 
and legality and without error.—From “The Treasury,’' in Scribner’s.

The Value of Human Life. 


B y P r o f . R u d o l f E u c k e n . 
ROADLY viewed our present human existence reveals an entirely 
different condition from th at shown by the spirit of pessimism— 
a spirit which exerts so potent an Influence upon our contem* 
porarles. The existence of the facts which pessimism sets forth 
in support of its view;», is not • questioned; they remain, and 
deserve consideration. 
In rgality, however, they constitute bul 
one side of human life, -which is fraught with a deeper meaning 
«and involves far nvore a t present than many of us become con­ 
scious of. The fact th at this deeper meaning is too frequently 
relegated to the backj^ound and th at the possibilities of the spir­ 
itual life are not sufficiently developed m ay be explained from the general state 
of modern culture. Great revolvjtlpns have been effected in the last centuries; 
life is directed into new channels; old doctrine's are beginning to totter; and new 
Ideas demand recognition. Au equilibrium, however, has not yet been estab­ 
lished. The law of compensation Jias not y^t exercised its power to the fullest 
extent 
Above all, thcsre Is still an absenpe of that energetic concentration 
which should convert man into a complete and harmonious organic entity, as 
opposed to the variety and multlpjlclty without—an entity capable of sifting, 
combining, and clarifying all the innunjerable Impressions presented by the 
heterogenous influence of the external world. ' An intellectual activity capablc 
of rising superior to all the blows of fate is also lacking. It may, therefore, be 
said that the centrifugal forces are greater than the centripetal. Labor, with 
its enormous ramifications, is more powprful than tho spiritual force within 
ourselves. Herein we must seek the answer to the question whether life con­ 
tains more reason than meaningless complexity and whether true happiness 
can exist 
Life, as conferred upon us. Is not Invested w ith a fixed and un­ 
changeable value. 
It depends upon ourselves w hat value we are willing to 
give it. The more man seeks to concentrate his life, the more he seeks to de­ 
velop a victorious Intellectual activity productive of ever higher spiritual 
strength, the greater will be his ability to confront the complex phenomena of 
life with cheerfulness and courage. H^ will then readily understand the words 
of Vauvenargues: “Le mcnde est, ce. qn’ll dolt etre pour un etre actlf, pleln 
d’obstades” (The world is, w hat it ought to be to an active being, full of ob­ 
stacles). In our day also happiness and confidence in the rational purpose of 
nature may be obtained by zealously and mightily developing the Intellectual 
life, so that man may face all the multifarious phenomena of life as a unit 
endowed w ith strength of character and the power of conviction. Never were 
there greater possibilities in this direction than to-day; and it devolves upon 
man to avail himself of t.hem, to the end .that he may find good cheer and cour­ 
age within himself and power to become victorious over the petty and depress­ 
ing impressions which a first vlfew of prevailing conditions produces. He wll^ 
then tread the upward path ever sought by the powerful and youthful natures^ 
be they nations or individuals.—The Forum. 


Inttallatiom New Belnp Made at Forty 
riiotoHek. 
Forty glass-blowlpg esiabllshments, 
which are under control of one con­ 
cern, are closed at present while ma­ 
chines are being Installed to take the 
place of expert labor, which work. It 
was thought, could never be done ex­ 
cept by human hands. The glass 
blower has been the most autocratic of 
all workmen. The wages averaged by 
him have been between |25U and |400 
per montn; but Just at present he is 
wondering what there Is In store for 
him when he goes back to the shop in 
the course 
ot a few months. It Is 
feared that the 
blowers’ trade Is a 
thing of the past. The machine Is the 
Imvention of John H. Lubbers of Alle­ 
gheny, Pa., who was once a glass-blow­ 
er. A compaoy Is now backing his In­ 
vention With a capital of $20,000,000. 
Experiments with 
the machinery 
have been going on for some time. 
Wben the company began Its first tests 
of machines its efforts were met with 
derision by the blowers, and it was a 
rude awakening when they were noti­ 
fied a short time ago that all the com-* 
pany’s factories would be closed last 
Saturday and not 
reopened till ma­ 
chines were Installed. 
There are not details available about 
the machine, but the company must 
be pretty well satisfied about Its mer­ 
its or the serious step of making such 
a gigantic Installation would not have 
been made. 
A movement has been started at An­ 
derson, Alexandria, Munlce, 
Orestes, 
Matthews and other places In Indiana 
to form co-operative factories and en­ 
ter upon the manufacture of glass la 
opposition to the 
company, but the 
more conservative blowers do not be­ 
lieve that they would be able to com­ 
pete with the machines, if these will 
do what is claimed for them^ nor do 
they think the company would have 
gone to such enormous expense unless 
the tests had 
demonstrated 
beyond 
doubt that the machines are a success, 
both in respect of the making of glass 
and In saving expense In manufacture. 
The cutters and fiatteners through­ 
out the state are feeling 
secure be­ 
cause the manufacture of more glass 
means more work for them, but It Is 
possible that their trade 
will be In­ 
vaded by many blowers, who will find 
themselves without work. While the 
trades are ^ p a ra te and distinct, the 
blowers have been so closely related 
to the cutters and fiatteners in their 
work, that they have more than a gen­ 
eral knowledge of the two trades, and 
with a little experience, may become 
proficient workmen. The cutters and 
fiattems see a possibility of this inva­ 
sion, and see also a 
possibility for 
trouble when the employing company 
Is as Independent as the use of ma­ 
chines will make It.

All the bodies in it are to be removed. 
The Regents of the Smithsonian pro- 
pose that James Smithson's remains 
shall be brought to this country and 
reinterred In the grounds of the in- 
stitution which is so noble a monu- 
ment to Its founder. 
James Smith- 
son was the illegitimate son of Huirh 
Smlthson, who became Duke of North- 
umberland. 
From the family of his 
mother, a well-born woman, he inher- 
ited a fortune.. He became a noted 
scientist with a strong political pref- 
erence for republican Institutions. He 
never married, and when he died left 
nearly all his estate "to the United 
States of America to found at Wash- 
ington, under the name of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, 
an 
establishment 
for the increase and 
diffusion 
of 
knowledge among men." The money, 
£104,960, was sent to 
the 
United 
States in 1835, and the institution was 
established 
by 
Congress 
in 
1846. 
Smithson 
once 
wrote: 
"The 
best 
blood of England flows in my veins. 
On my father's side I am a Northum- 
berland, on my mother's I am related 
to kings; but this avails me not. My 
name shall live in the memory of man 
whei^ the titles of the Northumber- 
lands and the Percys are extinct and 
forgotten." 
He hitched his wagon to 
the right star, and his forecast is well 
on the way toward furflllment. 
His 
bones should come to Washington Mr. 
Alexander Graham Bell, one of the 
¡Regents of the Smithsonian, strongly 
advocates 
bringing them 
over-seas, 
and has offered to pay the expenses of 
removal. 


Colorado Mining Notes. 


When the United States geological 
survey of the Cr.tpple Creek district 
was made in 1894, the deepest shaft 
in the district did not exceed 350 
feet; that the report of the survey 
did not attempt to cover a greater 
depth, an idea gained prevalence in 
some quarters that the values would 
be found only in the surface workings. 
This feeling has been wholly contro- 
verted by the large shipments of high 
grade ore which are now being made 
from the deepest workings. 
On the 
War Eagle, Hull City Placer, Blue- 
bird, Stratton's Independence and oth- 
er properties, shafts have reached a 
depth of 1,200 feet and more. 
The 
greatest depth so far reached is about 
1,500 feet. From its 1,35(> foot level, 
the Bluebird mine is shipping ore, a 
g?ood part of which runs |300 to the 
ton. 
The limit to which the ore ex- 
tends is well known, but the fact re- 
mains that at the greatest depth at- 
tained the values remain continuous, 
with nothing to indicate any change 
of character. The rumors which have 
been in circulation for some time in 
regard to the discovery 
of 
further 
large ore bodies in the Stratton's In- 
dependence, might seem to be con- 
firmed by a number of very costly im- 
provements which 
the 
management 
has authorized. A big pump has been 
installed at the 1,400 foot level and 
% 65,000-pound boiler is now on the 
way from the East.

Until about the bpginuing of the last 
dccadc all tho geography classos in our 
schools Tvero taught, and correctly, that 
the city of Vicksburg, Miss., made his- 
toric during the Civil War, was situ- 
ated on the bank of the Mississippi 
Ulvcr. This statement, however, ceased 
to bo a fact somo ten or,-<noro years 
ago, when the Father of Nvators, lu 
one of his erratic moods, forcod a new 
Ohamicl for himself and left Vieksburg 
perched on a high bluff, several miles 
Inland. The town, which had been cue 
of the most important steamboat ports 
on the big stream, was thus suddenly 
deprived of much of the traffic that 
hail caused it to prosper. 
Strangely 
enough the misfortune was an echo of 
the famous sloge of Vieksburg, and 
General U. S. Grant was inMmarily re- 
sponsible for it. 
In order that the 
Union gunboats might run past the 
shore batteries unharmed Grant sought 
to divert the waters of the Mississippi 
away from the city by digging a new 
channel. 
The great river refused at 
the time to take tho now course marked 
out for it, but it eventually did so, 
mora than thirty years after such ac- 
tion could be of any use to the Union 
Army. 


Naturally the people of Vieksburg did 
not accept with good grace the Missis- 
sippi's belated performance, so damag- 
ing to their material interests. 
They 
clamored for a restoration ot the old 
days when thoy dwelt near navigable 
w^ater and when stately floating pal- 
aces touched at their wharves and 
trade 
flourished. 
They appealed to 
Congress for aid, and tho national law- 
makers made an appropriation for con- 
structing a canal northward to tho Ya- 
zoo River. 
This canal was recently 
completed, and the water was let into 
the channel deserted by the Missis- 
sippi. 
The flow was abundant and 
filled the space from bank to banic, 
making Vieksburg once more a river 
town. 
The event caused genorai re- 
joicing in the city, which has already 
begun to feel the good elTects of re-

MOVING THE MISSISSIPPI. 
• OecAde Ac«.Ttek*barK It Atftta 
» Klvcr Tow*. 
Until about tbe beginning of the l«st 
dccadc nil the geogrnphy ciassos in our 
schools were taught, and correctly, that 
the city of Vicksburg, Miss., made his­ 
toric during the Civil War, was situ­ 
ated on the bank ot the Mississippi 
River. This statement, however, ceased 
to be a fact some ten or,-<jiore years 
ago, when the Father of Nvaters, In 
one of his erratic moods, forcod a now 
chamicl for himself and left Vicksburg 
perched on a high bluff, several miles 
Inland. The town, which had been one 
of the most Important steamboat ports 
on the hig stream, was thus suddenly 
deprived of much of the trnfllc that 
had caused it to prosper. 
Strangely 
enough the misfortune was an echo of 
the famous siege of Vicksburg, and 
Genei-al U. S. Grant was in’lmarily re­ 
sponsible for it. 
In order that the 
Union gunboats might run past the 
shore batteries unharmed Grant sought 
to divert the watei-s of the Mississippi 
away from the city by digging a new 
channel. 
The great I’ivcr refused at 
the time to take the now course marUed 
out for it, but it eventually did so, 
mors than thirty years after such ac­ 
tion could be of any use to the Union 
Army. 
Naturally the people of Vicksburg did 
Dot accept with good grace the Mlssls- 
eippi’s belated performance, so damag­ 
ing to their material interests. 
They 
clamored for a restoration of the old 
days when they dwelt near navigable 
water and when stately floating pal­ 
aces touched at their wharves and 
trade flourished. 
They appealed to 
Congress for aid, aud the national law­ 
makers made an appropriation for con­ 
structing a canal northward to the Ya­ 
zoo River. 
This caual was recently 
completed, and the water was let into 
the channel deserted by the Missis­ 
sippi. 
The flow was abundant and 
filled the spaco from bank to bank, 
making Vicksburg once more a river 
town. 
The event caused general re­ 
joicing in the city, which has already 
begun to feel the good elTeels of re­ 
newed traffic.—Leslie’s Weeklj\

HAY «TACKING IN NORTHWEST. 


Cootplvancet That Would Surprix «n 
Eastern Farmar. 


In the Northwestern States whera 
forage crops are cultivated for ex- 
port the stacking and baling of hay 
Is done largely by machinery, and the 
number of hands required to care for 
the great crops tliat are grown is rel- 
atively much smaller than In parts of 
the country where the sdzo of tlie fields 
and the amount of the crop would not 
justify the investment of a large sum 
of money in plant. Tliere are a dozen 
or more styles of stackers in common 
use, some of them arranged with a 
masi on which a boom is rigged, 
carrying a fork. 
This fork, a huge 
affair which would pick up two or 
three Eastern hay cocks at one mo- 
tion, takes the hay from the wagon 
racks and swings it up to the great 
stack in which it Js to be stored. One 
mast and boom stacker carries a slx- 
tined fork. The mast is held in place 
by guy ropes from the top. The foot 
of the mast rests on a sled with run- 
ners. whiclx may be staked to the 
ground to hold it firm. The fork is 
worked by a team of horses, and does 
the work of a score of men. Another 
form of this stacker has a grapple 
fork, similar to the dredges used in 
sub-marlne excavation, which runs on 
a trolley wire, much like those made 
familiar to New Yorkers by the ar- 
rangements for handling the material 
excavated from the subway. Another 
form of stacker looks like a derrick 
from the oil fields, with a boom bal- 
anced on top. The advantage of this 
form is that no guy ropes are neces- 
sary, stakes at the base of the der- 
rick poles holding It firm while in op- 
eration. 
Some of these derricks are 
mounted on sled runners, and some on 
wheels which are blocked when the 
machine is in use. Another variation 
of this scheme is a derrick with a re- 
volving pole. The hay racks in which 
material is brought to feed these great 
machines are longer, wider and deep- 
er than those in use in the East, but 
are built on lines much the same.
